Children are to be early, inftrufed in the Nature 
of their Souls, as diſtin&t from their Bodies, and 
as poſſeſſing Powers and Capacities ſaperior to 
their Bodies, as ſpiritual Subſtances of unſpeak- 
able Worth, and of an immortal Duration— 
that the Body is to die, that the ſoul is to live 
for ever, and to be happy in Heaven, or pu- 
niſhed in Hell.

LeT not your Inſtructions be given in a 
formal Way, as it it were a Taſk : But let. them 
ſee, that you ſpeak out of the Abundance of 
your Hearts what you know and feel, reliſh 
and loye. , Never mention the Name of Cad 
before them without the profoundeſt Venera- 
tion, that they may ſee you reverence and fear 
Him. When you ſpeak of the Worth of the 
Soul, and the awtul Solemnities of Death, 
and Judgment, Heaven, and Hell, let them 
ſee by the Seriouſneſs of your Countenance and 
Manner of Addreſs, that you are ſenſible of 
your own Concern in theſe Things. When 
you ſpeak of the Love of God, and of Chriſt, 
there ſhould be ſuch a deep, and grateful Sexfe 
of it in your own Hearts, that they may per- 
ceive you are impreſſed with it.
